


BOMBINGS UP 

bomb attacks in the United 
States against Government 
buildings, embassies, in- 
dustries, schools and 
churches has doubled since 
last year. 

Bombing incidents have 
risen from an average of 
1.6 per day in 1969 to 3.1 
per day through the first 
six months of 1970. 

These few figures, .pre- 
sented by Phil Manuel, an 
investigator for the U.S. 
Senate's Permanent Inves- 
tigations Subcommittee, 
reveal the dangerous state 
of rising anger in many 
quarters of the nation. 
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
